One ship last 
week carried 5,000 love birds, and as 
they cost almost as much as passenger 
fare to send, the traffic is extremely 
profitable. Under’ the contract the 
shippers pay double fare if the birds 
arrive alive. A Chinaman recently 
entered a shipping office and wanted 
to hire a cabin for two birds worth 
$5,000. He could not get the cabin, 
but was allowed to’make special ar- 
rangements with the purser and 
butcher for the care of the birds.

Gne thing to bear in mind is that 
there is a rapidly mounting tendency 
to make a house as nearly fireproof 
as possible. This tendency will in-

ford. When once the average person 
realizes the importance of this the 
demand for the house built of non- 
combustible materials will become 
much more general and the value of 
the house to the future buyer rest 
on this as well as on other factors. 

Four Types of Buildings. 

There are four types of bui:dijngs, 
according to the National Board of 
Underwriters. There is the building 
which is completely protected from 
fire. That means all of its structural 
parts are built of non-combustible ma- 
terials, with even the trim, doors, 
windows and the like, noninflaminable 
as far as it is now humanly possible. 

Next comes the house which is “ par- 
tially protected,” with its floors, its 
walls, its foundation of masonry, but 
its trim, etc., of wood. 


The third type has masonry walls, 


but its interior and its roof are of 
wood, 


The fourth type is the frame house, 
with or without a fire stop roof. 

It is stated that many homes of 
the really incombustible. type at the 
present time are being built in differ-' 


ng from 10 per cent to 15 per' 
cent over the cost of a combustible 
construction. Thése. figures are not 
given as accurate of all parts of the 
country.

If you keep in mind in all the spect- 
fications that while the better products 
and workmanship cost a little more 
the service they render far offsets the 
original cost you will not be out any 
money in the long run. 

For if some day you wish to sell 
the buyer who can make yoy the big- 
gest cash payment and who is finan- 
clally the soundest may have consid- 
erable judgmént and experience as he 
studies your house with a view to its 
purchase. f

Dear Mrs. Bargelt: Will you tell me 
what the advantages of electric re 
frigeration are in your own estima- 
tion? One hears so much about it, but 
I am hesitating over the cost and won- 
dering, too, if it really is so excellent.

Answer: The advantages of electric 
refrigeration are really great. Briefly, if 
it is kept at the correct degree Fahren- 
heit bacteria are prevented; it is a dry 
refrigeration and there is little possi- 
bility ef your food spoiling from mold; 
the ice is absolutely sanitary; the tem- 


perature in your ice box is always the /| 


same, While no mechanical refrigera- 


tion, electrical or otherwise, last for-/ 


ever, its period of usefulness should 
cover many years, in which course of 
time it will have paid for itself several 
times over. Incidentally, one might 
mention the\fact that there seems no 
chance of ice costing less as the years 
go on, while electric power gives in- 
dication of growing cheaper.

Rouge isn't frowned upon by-our au- 
thority on skin,’ providing it.is not col- 
ored with vermilion, a harmful sul- 
phide of mercury. Cochineal, a harim- 
less coloring matter, is ordinarily used, 
however. 

For the removal of makeup he sug- 
gests a light, oily cleansing cream. Mo- 
tion picture people frequently use plain 
olive oll. Wiping the makeup off is 
vitally important to the health of the 
skin and a very abscrbent, sterile cot- 
ton material is recommended as best 


for the job. Then the oil should be re- 


moved with soap and water unless one 
belongs to the order of dry skinned 
sisters. 

One of the inquiries that discourages 
me more than others is about removing 
freckles. Their disappearance is a slow 
and tedious process by the harmless 
formulae recommended. And I have 
Riways hesitated to recommend freckle 
creams containing mercury and bis- 
muth salts for fear of some possible 
skin condition with which I am un- 
familiar. Of these Dr. Sutton says: | 

“ Most freckle creams on the market 
contain mercury and bismuth salts and 
are objectionable because they are ad- 
vertised as being harmless. The follow- 
ing prescription contains corrosive sub- 
limate, a poison, but will do the work 
with little danger if-used carefully:

Bichloride of OB 

Directions: Clean the part to be 


“treated with benzine and rub in the 


ointment nightly until a fine scaling 
occurs. If too much inflammation 
should o¢cur, stop the salve and apply 
cold cream liberally.. 

Use Sparingly. 

Since the preparation.is poisonous, 
it should be kept out of the reach of 
children. This ointment should not be 
used too often, Dr. Sutton warns, for 
it may produce a deep staining, more 
objectionable than the freckles. 

“Moth patches,” or “liver spots,” 
so often>seen on women’s faces, may 
also be treated by the same method 
if hydrogen peroxide fails, says Dr. 
Sutton. “If only temporary relief is 


- obtained, such a person should re- 


ceive a careful and thorough examina- 
tion, the results of which will deter- 


9 mine the treatment for the underlying 


troublc.”’ 

You see, therefore, why I hesitste 
to recommend the strong freckle re- 
movers when a skilled dermatologist 
with long experience supports the pos- 
sibility of producing something more 
disfiguring than freckles. Personally, 
I never could see the disadvantage of 
light freckles.

Daughter Want to 
Know. 


-HOULD a wage earning daughter 

be expected to lend mother a 

helping hand around home? 

_ The question is frequently put 
to me. I suspect in the instances 
‘where friction: 
‘daughter over this domestic problem 
comes to the atiention of an outsider, 
extreme cases are represented. Either 
too much assistance In home work is 
expected of the girl after her day at 
office, shop or factory, or too little is 
offered voluntarily by the girl. ly 

Yet there is a marked trend among 
young women wage earners to feel that 
their responsibility toward the upkeep 
of the home ends with the minimum al- 
lowance they spare out of their week'y 
pay envelopes for “‘ board.’’ They argue 
that no duties of a domestic nature 
are required of sons who pay no more 
into the family exchequer than they. 
Why in the name of equality, then, 
should a girl be expectea to turn in

that improvements in the home are 
due far more often to the wage earn- 
ing daughters’ contributions than to 
that of the sons. If any feminist 
daughter insists upon justice, all she 
has to do is to wait until brother mar- 
ries some other daughter and watch 
him contribute his share a-plenty. But 
what the boy does and what he does 
not do never enters the mind of a girl 
with a deep affection for her parent. 
She simply accepts this division of 
labor as one of the ways of humanity 
and saves an older woman as many 
steps as she can. 

When I have dined in homes where 
there was no maid I have always car- 
ried away a nicer impression of a girl 
who insists upon her mother remain- 
ing seated at table while she does the 
scurrying to the kitehen for second 
helpings. And my enthusiasm for 
one, no matter how otherwise charm- 
ing, is always dampened when she, 
the daughter, assumes the hostess’ 
réle in the living room, with mother 
in the kitchen attending the duties 
there unaided. 

In homes where discipline, respect 
for parents, affection, and considera- 
tion of others has been inculcated 
early enough, the problem of whether 
the daughter shall help or not is ab- 
sent. You simply do not meet it 
where all are pulling together and 
each considering the other’s happiness. 
Unfortunately, this home is not so 
general as it might be, due as often 
to parental shortcomings as to those 
of the younger generation.

acquaintance, I found him suffering from a bad cold 

and what used to be called a fit of the vapors. The 

cause of his dual disorder soon became manifest. He 
was the victim of executive secretaries. By virtue of his 
lofty and transcendental office, he was naturally a man of 
wide influence, and so they tried.to interest him in their 
multitudinous schemes. Every morning at 8 o'clock, just as 
he was rolling over for a final snooze, they dragged him to 
the telephone to hear their eloquent and lascivious night 
letters, and there, on unlucky days, he stood for as much as 
half an hour, with his episcopal feet bare, and rage gradually 
mounting in his episcopal heart. Thus, on a cold morning, 
he had caught his cold, and thus he had acguired his bad 
humor. 
This hoty man, normally a mést amiable fellow, told me 
that he believed the number of executive secretaries in the 
United States was increasing at the rate of at least a thou- 
send a week. He said that he knew of at least 30,000 in the 
field of Christian and moral endeavor alone. There were, he 
told me, 8,000 more engaged in running various pacifist socie- 
ties, and more than 10,000 operating organizations for the 
detection and scotching of bolsheviki. He estimated that the 
average number of dues paying members behind each one 
did not rum beyond a dozen. Nine-tenths of them, he said, 
was supported by two or three well heeled fanatics. These 
fanatics, mainly retired Babbitts and their wives, longed to 
make a noise in the world, and so escape oblivion.

station, special messenger fa- 
sites are provided to take care of 
the rush of traffic when programs of 
interest are scheduled. 

Opera Brought Influx. 

In addition to the normal flow of 
applause Messages, unusually heavy 
infuxes are always to be expected in 
respo 
tures inaugurated from time to time 
by the broadcasting authorities. For 
example, there was a flood of congrat- 
glatory Messages recently when grand 
épera was broadcast for the first time, 
and the appearance of a nationally 
known artist ig always the signal for 
4 particularly heavy file of telegrams.

MOST RADIO broadcasting impedes 
its own progress by its, conventional- 
ity. Programs are arranged and pre- 


Sented in the same method that thou- 
sands of others have followed for 
years. The announcers’ lingo and 
phrases are precisely the same. 

It reminds us of the lines that Carl 
Sandburg wrote in one of his “ Roota- 
baga Stories” for children: © “‘ The 
chimney sits on top of the house and 
lets the smoke out, the doorknobs 
open the doors, the windows are al- 
ways either open or shut, we are al- 


ways either upstairs or downstairs— 
everything is the same as it always 
was."’.. 

One of the saddest examples of this 
is the overstressing of composers’ 
names in announcing musical offer- 
ings. We are told a million times that 
the following selection is “‘from ‘ Car- 
men,’ BY BIZET.” And in 50 per 
cent ofthe cases of tunes that are an- 
nounced, who. cares? . 

Another follow-the-leader folly .of 


the broadcasters \is the omission of the” 
‘name of the author of the “lyric,” 


when the composer of the music is 
emphatically ballyhooed. Consider the 
instance of Joyce Kilmer’s poem, 
“ Trees.” 
if not immortal, in its own right, and 
not because of its subsequent musical 
setting; but we rarely hear the poet's 
name announced with its presentation. 
Other examples that come to mind are 
Kipling’s “Road to Mandalay” and 
“ Mother o’ Mine,” and Henley’s poem, 
“Invictus.”

Mrs. O'Leary died In 1895 In a little 
cottage on South Halsted street, near 
the Grand Trunk railroad tracks, She 
was 68 years of age, and those who 
knew her intimately said she died of a 
“broken heart.” 


Un® sent this writer to O'Leary’ place 
to get a story from “ Big Jim” on the 
origin of the fire. It was the only 


time that he ever gave a newspaper 
reporter an interview on the subject, 
and he was quoted as saying that the 
fire probably was caused by spontane- 
ous combustion. He was too young 
at the time of the fire, he said, to re 
member much about it, but from his 
parents he imbibed their version of 
what caused it. During his boyhood 
the matter wag often discussed within 
the O’Leary home, and naturally he 
shared the bitterness which his parents 
had for those who spoke slightingly 
of the cow and the lamp. 

“That story about my mother milk- 
ing a cow and the cow kicking over a 
lamp,”’ he said, “ was the biggest fake 
ever put over, but it won't down. 
Ninety-nine people out of a hundred 
believe it. Of course, I don't knosav 


what caused the fire, only what I heard 
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place, they used to talk it over. We had five 
pa six cows and supplied milk to sev- 
eral families in the neighborhood. I! 


had to crawl out of the husks at 6 
o'clock every morning to help deliver 
the milk, so I.naturally would remem- 
ber something about it. 

“The day before the fire—it wan a 
Saturday—I helped; the old gent put 
in some timothy hay in the loft above 
the cow shed, My part of the job was 
to stamp it down in the mow. I 
thought it was great sport. They say 
that when green hay sweats it causes 
spontaneeus combustion, and that, I 
heard the old gent often say, was the 
cause of the fire starting in our cow 
shed. I°don't know any more about 
it than that, and I don’t think anybody 
elee does. But I do know that we 
were all in the house when the fire 
broke out. Family prayers had been 
said and we all were in the hay. If
